April 18.-—War with 
Mexico is almost a certainty. 
Of­

practically given up 
hope of a peaceful settlement of tin* 
controversy with the southern re­ 
public. 
The United States has sent 
iis last word. 
Iluerta must salute 
the American flag in broad daylight 
with all of tlie formality required by 
all international 
practice aface the 
United States army and navy. 
Huerta has been given until six 
o’clock Sunday to agree to do so. 
If be d o cs not, the 
President on 
Monday will fhabe history on Capi­ 
tol Hitt. 
He will tell of the entire futil at- 
tempt to enforce respect for the 
American flag by diplomacy and will 
ask that congress authorize a com­ 
plete 
blockade of every 
Mexican 
port. 
This afternoon it was almost 
certain that the authorization willj>e 
bv the unanimous vote of congress. 
% 
The President conferred with cab­ 
inet officials in the White House this 
afternoon, paving the way for the 
expected hostilities. 
Not only has 
he lost all hope that 
Huerta will 
yield, hut he is now convinced that 
the United Press uncensored code 
dispatches yesterday from its staff 
correspondent at Mexico City, stat­ 
ing that Iluerta hoped to force war 
in a vain hope to extricate himself 
from his cntenahlc position, was an 
accurate statement of facts. 
This dispatch was the first word 
official 
Washington 
had from an 
outside source that Huerta was only 
playing with the American govern­ 
ment. 


The President’s intentions are to 
obtain full and complete co-opera­ 
tion from congress in every step that 
is taken from now on. 
He is forced 
to go to White Sulphur Springs to­ 
night to bring Mrs. Wilson hack to 
Washington because 
her condition 
is such that if he were to send for 
her, it mitrht 
result in a 
nervous 
breakdown.

A nu mber of pou ltry raisers, it 
seems, sav s a bu lletin from the Unit­ 
ed States department of agricu ltu re, 
are pu tting on the 
market infertile 
eggs that hav e been tested in incu b­ 
ators from three day s to a week. As 
soon as the breeder finds that the egg 
will not hatch he takes them ou t and 
sends them to market along with his 
fresh spring eggs. 
A fter the eggs 
hav e been in the incu bator for this 
period they are distinctly stale and 
roj q u ickly if kept any length 
o f’ 
time. Ev en when ju >t taken from the 
I incu bator these infertile eggs are not 
tit for boiling or poaching, althou gh 
they may be u sed for fry ing, and are 
good for cake or certain other baked 
foods. 
These eggs when they reach 
the market, howev er, are classified 
as low grade, No. 2. 


The mix ing of incu bator eggs with 
the fresh spring eggs leads the egg 
packers, who get their principal cold- 
storage su pply in the spring, to cu t 
the price they pay the farmer, de­ 
partment 
inv estigators 
find. 
The 
spring eggs designed for keeping for 
winter 
consu mption mu st he abso­ 
lu tely 
good. 
Moreov er, the 
egg 
packers in the spring do not candle 
eggs, hu t hold them three at a time 
in the hand and clink them to di>- 
cov er any crack, and then ju dge their 
freshness by their fresh, powdery 
look on the shell. The mix tu re of in­ 
fertile incu bator 
eggs 
with 
fresh 
eggs interferes seriou sly with this 
clinking 
and 
forces 
the 
pack­ 
er 
<0 candle the eggs. 
He 
then 
dedu cts this added ex pense from the 
price he offers to tin* produ cer. Eggs 
which hav e been su bjected to 
the 
heat of 
the incu bator can not be 
stored, ev en thou gh frozen. 


The 
farm er 
who sells incu bator 
eggs to the dealer, therefore, is v ery 
liable to inju re his own market for 
fresh eggs. When dealers find a per­ 
centage of low-grade incu bator or 
other eggs in their fresh spring egg 
su pply , they lower the price for all 
eggs, so that 
they will be certain 
that they hav e Cov ered themselv es 
against losses from this cau se. 
The 
departm ent’s specialists adv ise the 
farm ers to u se any infertile eggs 
they may take from their incu bators 
for home consu mption and to send 
only fresh eggs to the market.

Many fields of y ou ng clov er hav e 


been reported as being destroy ed by 


the freezing weather of last week in 


Ru sh cou nty . 
Many farm ers 
had 
sown their grain fields to clov er earl­ 
ier in the spring or last fall. 
The 
y ou ng clov er had ju st started when 
the late spring freezes cau ght and 
killed it. Althou gh a nu mber of farm ­ 
ers are ex pecting to re-sow the fields 
in clov er, many of them will u se the 
grou nd for some other 
pu rpose. 
Prospects are that the u su al acreage 
of clov er will be greatly decreased in 
Ru sh cou nty on accou nt of the freez­ 
es. 


Clov er seed has been u nu su ally 
cheap this spring, du e to the large 
amou nt of ( lov er seed that the farm ­ 
ers harv ested last fall from 
their 
clov er crops. It has been selling for 
$9 to $9 .50 a bu shel in comparison 
to the price of $12 and higher that 
prev ailed in the cou nty last spring. 
Most of the clov er seed pu rchasing 
has been by farm er from farm er on 
accou nt of the abu ndance. 
Oats will hav e a small acreage this 
y ear, it is predicted, an accou nt of 
the wet weather Aiftee the time began 
for oats sowing. 
Farm ers hav e been 
practically u nable to sow any oats 
at all so that more than one-fou rth 
the cu stomary amou nt has been sow­ 
ed u p to this time. 
Many Ru sh cou nty farm ers do not 
believ e it is worth while to sow M ay 
oats, so that the fields 
that 
were 
planned for oats this y ear will be re­ 
planted to corn or will be seeded to 
some other small grain crop. 
Seed 
oats hav e had v ery 
little 
demand 
this y ear, 011 accou nt of bad weather. 
They hav e been selling at 00 cents a 
bu shel and higher. 
Alfalfa has been adopted as 
the 
clov er crop this spring hv a nu mber 
of Ru sh cou nty farmers, becau se of 
its v alu e in enriching the soil with ni­ 
trogen. 
Its v alu e as a 
dairy 
feed 
h a s appealed to farmers. 
The chief 
objection of the farm ers who hav e 
tried the crop in this cou nty is that 
it does not last. 
The farmers hav e 
failed to make of it permanent grass 
crop as they hav e su cceeded in do­ 
ing with red clov er. 


Demand 
for 
alfalfa 
seed 
has 
raised the price steadily all 
spring. 
Earlier in the season it cou ld be se­ 
cu red for a s low as $0 a bu shel, bu t 
the price is now from $9 to $9 .50 and 
higher. 


The price is said to he adv ancing 
10 cents to 15 cents a bu shel daily . 


Su bstitu te crops are being hu nted 
by the farm ers to take the place ot 
oats and clov er in the fields where 
they ex pected to raise 
those 
two 
crops. 
Soy beans and cov \|>eas hav e 
appealed to them as a good nitrogen­ 
ou s crop to take the place of clov er. 
These seeds sell at $3.25 a 
bu shel. 
C’owpeas as a ripe crop hav e begu n 
to grow in fav or with Ru sh cou nty 
farm ers becau se of their 
v alu e 
as 
grou nd feed. 
Manners figu re that «1 
bu shel of cow peas has as mu ch fa t­ 
tening v alu e for their stock as three 
bu shels of corn. 
The peas will y ield 
as high as fifteen bu shels 
to 
the 
acre. 
Rape as a pastu re to 
lake 
the 
[» lace of clov er is being pu rchased 
by the farmers. 
The plant is of the 
cabbage family and js v e r y produ c­ 
tiv e. 
Sheep farm ers are ex ac ted to 
u se it more ex tensiv ely than ev er be­ 
fore this su mmer. Price of this seed 
appeals to the fanners. 
It sells at 
10 c e nts a pou nd, bu t fiv e 
or 
six 
po u nds to seed to the acre is all that 
is necessary for a good stand. 
Larger acreage of corn is predic­

who sells incubator 


eggs to the dealer, therefore, is very 
liable to injure his own market for 
fresh eggs. When dealers find a per- 
centage of low-grade incubator or 
other eggs in their fresh spring egg 
supply, they lower the price for all 
eggs, so that 
they will be certain 


that they have covered themselves 
against losses from this cause. The 
department's specialists advise the 
farmers to use .any infertile eggs 
they may take from their incubators 
for home consumption and to send 
onlv fresh eggs to the market.
